Washington, February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—Friends of Judge W. T. New- 
man from many parts of the north- 
ern judicial district, were here to- 
day in an effort to have the Smith 
judgeship bill amended so as to give 
him the same immunity it holds out 
to Judge Pardee, of the circuit court. 
They expressed themselves as great- 
ly encouraged. 

Representative Frank Park is in- 
dustriously working to have the bill 
amended and said tonight that this 
would be accomplished, and the same 
language made apply to circuit 
as to district judges. 

“You can say that Judge Newman 
is safe,” he told your correspondent. 

Senator Hoke Smith, anthor of the 
bill, said that if this amendment 
should be taken on in the house the 
bill would be defeated. 

“It will be utterly impossible to 
get it through the senate at this 
session,” said Senator Smith. “The 
republican senators who are opposed 
to the measure, would talk it to 
death. I only got action last De- 
cember by threatening to hold up 
all legislation in which the leading 
opponents were interested until the 
senate voted.”

JUDGE NEWMAN DID 


Officials Forced 
Into Bank Vault; 
Robber Gets $30,000 


After the Officials Passed 
Money to Robber They 
Were Locked in Vault and 
Almost Suffocated Before 
They Were Released. 


Winnsboro. La., February 12.—A 
masked man tonight entered the Fran- 
Klin State bank here, forced S. Hether- 
wick, vice president of the bank, and 
District Judge S. R. Holstein into the 
vault at the point of a revolver and 
compelled them to fill a ‘sack with cur- 
rency and pass it out to him. The 
robber as soon as he secured the money, 
locked the vault door and escaped. The 
two men remained inthe vault nearly 
an hour and were weak and nearly 
suffocated when they managed to re- 
move the lock and release themselves. 

Although bank officials tonight de- 
clined to state the amount taken by 
the robber, parish authorities and oth- 
the loot amounted to 
nearly $50,000. Orficials announced, 
however, that the bank wa's protected 
by insurance and 
would open as usual tomorrow. 

Hetherwick and Judge Holstein, ac- 
cording to their statements to the po- 
lice tonight, were chatting in the bank 
when the masked man appeared and 
ordered them to hold up their hands. 
The vice president obeyed orders to 
open the door the vault and both 
men were forced inside and told to 
pass out all money with the exception 
of silver and small change. The vault 
is not of nmiodern construction and had 
no time lock equipment. A ‘screw- 
driver, found by one of the imprisoned 
men, furnished the means for their re- 
lease after they had spent nearly an 
hour in the almost airless vault. 

The robber was described as being 
of medium build and height. His hair, 
it was stated, had been powdered. No 
trace of the bandit had been secured 
at a late hour tonight.

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HUNGER GNAWS 
AT THE GERMANS 
MORE AND MORE 


Food Conditions Through- 
out Empire Have Changed 
Greatly for Worse in the 
Last Five Months. 


MANY STAPLES OF FOOD 
GONE FROM THE MARKET 


And Others So Dear They 
Are Beyond Reach of Any 
But the Rich—Oils and 
Fats Are Lacking.

Stockholm, January 
Correspondence of the 
Press.)—Food conditions in Germany 
have changed greatly for the worse 
in the last five months. The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, who 
had been away from Germany since 
the first week in August, has just re- 
turned from a. stay of three weeks in 
Berlin. He found that many staples 
of food had altogether disappeared 
from the markets, others had grown 
so dear that they are beyond the reach 
of any but the well-to-do, the daily 
allowance of potatoes had been reduc- 
ed to ten ounces, and that either a 
shortage of flour or a disordered dis- 
tribution of it among the bakers had 
resulted in long queues of. buyers 
standing for hours in front of the bak- 
eries. 

Maximum prices of the foodstuffs 
controlled by the government are still 
very low for potatoes and bread, and 
comparatively low for meats. Pota- 
toes cost only 72 cents the standard 
bushel of sixty pounds and bread a 
little less than 3% cents a pound. But 
the potato allowance is insufficient 
for persons who have little but bread 
and potatoes to eat, and has to be eKed 
out wita turnips. 

Ne Eggs and Ne Cheese. 

It had been heaped te allow one egg 
a person each two weeks in Greater 
Berlin, but the last one-egg allowance 
was made some five weeks ago and 
another is not promised until Febru- 
ary. When the correspondent = left 
Berlin in August, it was still possible 
to buy cheese. Since the end of Au- 
gust there has been no cheese on the

Holland, but it goes apparently to the 
front except for small quantities al- 
lowed the restaurants and hotels. 
Another serious reduction of avall-' 
able foodstuffs has been the expro- 
priation for control by the government 
of all canned vegetables. Four or five 
weeks ago the dealers were permitted 
to sell a fractional part of their stock, 
but only two cans on each bread card. 
Permission to sell a further part is 
expected to be granted again soon, but 
the ,dealers are to be compelled to 
open each can before selling it, so as 
to force the buyers to consume it at 


once and not hoard it. 

The weekly allowance of meat of 
all kinds in the Greater Berlin munici- 
palities runs from 54, to 8% ounces. 
The cheapest varieties cost about sixty 
eents a pound; the dearest 72 cents. 

One of the most serious deprivations 
continues to be lack of fats and Oils. 
The weekly allowance of butter and 
margarine together is a little less than 
three ounces a person. Oil is so ex- 
pensive that it is out of the reach of 
the great majority. The Associated 
Press correspondent paid $3.12 for 
about two-thirds of a pint of hazel 
nut oil to be used for frying. Goose 
fat costs $4.80 a can of 7 2-5 ounces, 
and is the only fat, except vegetable 
oils, that can be, bought without a card. 

Feels :tungry All the Time. 

This insufficiency of tats in the daily 
ration shows itself in an almost con- 
tinuous feeling of hunger. The corre- 
spondent, experiencing this himself in 
the first days of his visit, remarked on 
it. 

“IT feel hungry all said 
the person addressed. 

Extending his investigations the cor- 
respondent heard similar expressions 
from all sides. The most bitter com- 
plaints came from soldiers at home. 
When the writer last visited the front, 
in July, the men’s rations were ample 
in every respect, and there is no reas- 
son to believe the same is not true 
today. The soldier at home thus no- 
tices the difference more keenly than 
do those who have had gradually to 
accustom themselves to one deprivation 
after another. 

There is deadly monotony about meals 
in the average household. Breakfa'st 
generally consists of rolls, marmalade 
(often made of pumpkins) and a decoc- 
tion of roasted acorns, rye, chicory and

‘Not to Plunge Island Into 
Another Revolution—Lan- 
sing Sends Appeal to Be 
Published in Cuba. 


Washington, February 12.—An ap- 
peal to the Cubans not to plunge their 
country into another revolution has 
been sent to Havana.by Secretary Lan- 
sing. Aroused to the realization that 
the contested presidential election in 
Cuba already had reached the incipient 
stage of rebellion, the state department 
decided to issue to the people an urgent 
injunction to await the outcome of the 
voting and to abide by the decisions of 
their courts. 

The communication was sent to the 
American minister with the instruction 
to have it published throughout the 
island. 

The Cubans were reminded in the 
message that close elections are not un- 
common in all countries, and that in the 
United States the selection of the win- 
ning candidate often is determined only 
after a contest, the case of Tilden and 
Hayes being cited as notable. 

It has been reported that the oppo- 
sition party had appealed to the United 
States to supervise the special election 
that has been called for February 14, 
but’ at the state department it was 
denied that such request had been re- 
ceived. ‘Through the American minis- 
ter at Havana it was made clear that 
the American government would regret 
any necessity for forcible imterference 
again in Cuban affairs, but it was in-

Dinner generally consists of boiled 
potatoes with salt, some kind of boiled 
vegetable and, on perhaps two days of 
the week, a tiny piece of meat. Fish 
takes the place of meat on other days, 
unless one can buy a goose at $1.56 
a pound (they cost $2 a pound just 
before Christmas), a duck at $1.44 a 
pound, a turkey at $1.32 a pound, or a 
hen at $1.08 to $1.20 a pound. 
Comparatively little game comes on 
the markets, apparently going to the 
hotels and restaurants. 

Supper Is the Problem. 

Supper is the problem in the average 
household. Generally there are no po- 
tatoes left over from noon, and if there 
are, there is no fat in which to fry 
them. The usual German supper be- 
fore the war con'sisted of cold meats, 
sausage, cheese, bread and butter and 
beer. There is no meat, no cheese, and 
no sausage, no butter on four or five 
days of the we@k, no more bottled beer 
and many saloon keepers refuse to sell 
beer to be consumed off the premises. 
hy beer, moreover, is all but undrink- 
able. 

There remain, then, only bread and 
fish, fresh smoked, dried or canned. 
And here the problem of cost is added 
to that of motony. ‘The writer paid 
in Berlin $1.20 a: pound for ordinary 
lake trout and 84 cents a pound for 
emall fresh water bass. Dried salted 
fish costs 36 cents a pound and smoked 
eel $1.92 to $2.40. Smoked goose breast 
costs $3 to $3.50 m- pound and boiled 
shrip are 72 eents. «Once in every four 
or five weeks the uthorities place 
on the market sm _tins of sardines, 
one of which may be bought on presen- 
tation of the municipal “lebensmittel- 
karte,” or provision card. Fach family, 
no matter of how many members, has 
only one of these cards. The sardines 
thus sold may be had for about 48 
cents for the small tin. In the open 
market they cost from 67 cents for sar- 
dines in tomato sauce to 72 cents fer 
sardines in oil. One smoked herring, 
from six to eight inches long, costs 
20 to 22 cents. A can of alleged shred- 
ded veal bought by the correspondent 
wa's more than half gelatine and cost 
72 cents. Its gross weight was a pound. 
Pepper costs $6 a pound, and small 
raisins $1.08. : Saccharine dissolved in 
water has taken the place of sugar for 
sweetening coffee and tea in private 
homes as well as restaurants. Milk 
is ordinarily available in limited quan- 
tities only for invalids, and very aged,

ZIMMERMANN STATES

to make inquiry at Washington regard- 
ing the status of the crews of interned 
German ships in American ports. 

Pending an answer, the 72 Americans 
taken by the German raider and 
brought in by the Yarrowdale, whose 
release has been agreed to, are being 
held in Germany, the foreign secretary 
stated. 

Recurring rumors have reached Ber- 
lin via London in which it was an- 
nounced that the United States had se- 
questered the German ships and in- 
terned their crews. No definite offi- 
cial denial having been reeeived, the 
German overnment asKed Switzer- 
land to obtain specific information. 

“We could not consent to the release 
of the Yarrowdale prisoners, which 
was taken to be agreed to a week ago,” 
said the foreign secretary. , 

“These men had been taken off arm- 
ed merchantmen and their status had 
been established. They will be liber- | 
ated just as soon as we learn the fate 
of the German crews’ in American |

FARMERS WILL FORM 
DRAINAGE DISTRICT | 
TO RECLAIM LANDS 


Acworth, Ga., February 12.—(Special.) 
A largely attended meeting of promi- 
nent farmers of this section was held 
here today and petitioned the court for 
permission to form a drainage district 
of portions of Allatoona and Proctar 
creeks, near Aeworth. The district will 
comprise about 2,000 acres of rich bot- 


tom land, and with the drainage, this 
land will be among the most fertile in 
the state, 

At the request of The Four-County 
Post, of this place, the government sent 
an engineer here several weeks ago 
and a complete survey of the territory 
was made and a preliminary report was 
made. The movement was shown to be 
entirely feasible, and recommended by 
the authorities. 

Judge Newt A. Morris was made 
chairman of the meeting and E. W. Ray 
secretary. Every landowner present 
was in favor of pet vemae for the dis- 
trict, and all signed the bond guaran- 
teeing all preliminary expense. Hon, A. 
P. McLain and J. R. Humphries were 
elected reviewers. Colonel Joe Abbott, 
of Acworth, was elected to act as attor- 
ney and corresponding secretary. 
Bonds to the amount of about $25,000 
will be issued as prescribed by the 
Georgia irrigation law. Hon. A. 
Morris and E. W. Ray were elected as 
a committee to request that two en- 
gineers be furnished to make further 
surveys and a final report. 

A committee from the body will in- 
spect other irrigation work being done 
in middle and south Georgia soon, 
This will be the first irrigation work 
to be done in north Georgia.

AN INIQUITOUS BILL. 


lt is only necessary to read the language 
of the senate bill now pending in the house 
of representatives, to become satisfied that 
representatives in congress who have 
favored the measure have done so either 
because the demands upon their time have 
made it impossible to examine the bill in 
present form, or because of a desire to pro- 
tect circuit court judges at the expense of 
the able justices now presiding in the dis- 
trict courts who may have attained the age 
of 70 years. 

It is fair to such advocates of the meas- 
ure to concede that the bill as originally in- 
troduced contained no discrimination what- 
soever between circuit and district judges, 
but applied the provisions and conditions of 
the proposed law impartially to circuit and 
district judges alike. 

The discrimination which has aroused 
the resentment of the people of Georgia 
originated in the senate, when, at the de- 
mand from the republican minority side, 
the biil was amended by Senator Hoke 
Sinitn, its author, so as to make it impos- 
sible to retire Circuit Judge Pardee—a union 
soldier and republican appointee—as long 
as he is able to discharge efficiently all the 
uuties of his office by the exercise of unim- 
paired mental and physical faculties, while 
at the same time leaving Judge W. T. New- 
iman—a confederate veteran and democratic 
appointee—subject to retirement at the dis- 
cretion of the present administration or of 
any possible republican succession, regard- 
iess of his continued mental and physical 
capacity to efficiently discharge the duties 
of his office. 

The exact language of the bill as amend- 
ed in the senate and as now pending in the 
- house is as follows: 

“In the event any elreulit judge 
having held a commission at least ten 
years continuously, and having attained 
the age of 70 years, shall nevertheless 
remain in office, the president, if he finds 
that any such judge is unable to dis- 
charge efficiently all the duties of his 
office by reason of mental or physical 
disability of permanent character, shal] 
appoint, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, an additional circuit 
judge of said circuit, who, notwithstand- 
ins the incumbency of the judge so en- 
titled to resign, shall sit customarily as 
one of the judges of the circuit court of 
appeals of his circuit and the judge so 
entitled to resign shall thenceforth be 
relieved,” etc. 

The vicilousness of the obvious discrimi- 
nation against Judge Newman is made man- 
ifest by merely comparing the following 
language taken verbatim from the Dill as 
amended in the senate, and as pending in 
the house: 

“In the event any such judge of a dis- 
trict court of the United States having 
held a commission at least ten vears con- 
tinuously and having attained the age 
of 70 years, shall nevertheless remain in 
office, the president, if, in his opinion, 
the public good so requires, may appoint, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, an additional judge of such court, 
who notwithstanding the incumbenecy of 
the judge entitled to resign, shall 
preside customarily over the said dis- 
trict court, and shall exercise such pow- 
ers as nre vested by law in the judge 
thercof, and the district judge so entitled 
to resign shall thenceforth be relieved,” 
etc. 

The bill introduced Representative 
Webb in the honse of representatives ap- 
plied to circuit and district judges alike the 
same conditions precedent to their retire- 
ment, and tlie discriminating difference in 
the conditions applicable to the involun- 
tary retirement of circuit court judges was 
incorporated in the Smith bill as passed in 
the senate and transmitted in the house. 

It is conceded on all sides that neither 
the record nor the condition of Judge New- 
iman justifies such discrimination, and that 
in the absence of providential visitation, his 
mental and physical health will permit him 
to continue to ably discharge his official 
duties throughout the four ensuing years, 
for which only a democratic administration 
is guaranteed. 

in the meantime, political exi- 
gency precipitate an effort to retire Judge 
Pardee—which God forbid—he will be amply 
protected by the language of Senator 
Smith's bill, which distinctly provides that 
he may only be retired “if the president 
finds that he is unable to discharge effi- 
ciently all the duties of his office by reason 
of mental or physical disability of perma- 
nent character.” 

On the other hand, if the present demo- 
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‘cratic administration should be succeeded 
by a restoration of the republican regime— 
which culmination may the god of political 
destiny forfend—and Judge Newman's offi- 
cial scalp should be offered up as a trophy 
to be worn by a republican—or perhaps pro- 
gressive—warrior as a reward for his part 
in bringing on that disaster, what comfort 
or consolation can be found in Senator

tife continued tenure of Judge Newman's 
administration as district judge, for which 
office he was appointed by President Cleve- 
land “for the term of his life, during good 
behavior?” 

The pending bill in that event would 
furnish the new law under which political 
exigency could accomplish his removal over 
the vain protest of the people, for the Smith 
bill does not make Judge Newman’s invol- 
untary retirement depend in any respect 
upon his continued mental and physical dis- 
ability to discharge efficiently all the duties 
of his office, but expressly provides that 
“the president, if in his opinion the public 
good so requires, may appoint’ his suc- 
cessor. 

Can our representatives in congress who 
are familiar, from personal observation or 
through history, with the policy of repub- 
lican administartions during the reconstruc- 
tion period and later during the force bill 
agitation and the ‘Tilden-Hayes frauds, 
doubt what a republican administration 
would do in the exercise of its opinion as to 
what “the public good requires” under the 
broad powers expressly to be conferred by 
this bill? It is inconceivable that any mem- 
ber of the Georgia delegation who has ex- 
amined the bill in present form can sup- 
port a measure so fraught with danger of 
injustice to an honored judge, justly beloved 
by all of the people to whom he is known. 

Judge Pardee and all aircuit judges are 
eminently entitled to the wise protection af- 
forded circuit judges by Senator Smith’s 
bill; and no citizen of Georgia, free from 
the machinations of partisan politics or 
from the web of political entanglements, 
can deny that Judge Newman and all dis- 
trict judges are equally entitled to the full- 
est measure of the same protection which is 
so obviously denied them by the pending 
measure. 

The Georgia delegation should stand toa 
man behind the majority of our representa- 
tives, in their determined effort to kill the 
discrimination embodied in the amended 
bill if this can be accomplished, and if this 
cannot be done, then the whole measure 
should be killed because of the iniquity by 
which it is burdened. 


WHITEHALL ANB PEACHTREE. 


Six weeks of the present city administra- 
tion have passed while the holes in the 
asphalt of Peachtree-Whitehall street have 
been growing larger and deeper and more 
dangerous each day, with not a dollar’s 
having been expended even for repairs— 
much less for permanent work. 

Here is the main thoroughfare—the 
traffic axis—of the city, traversing Atlanta 
clear through from north to south, in a con- 
dition that makes it a colossal disgrace’ to 
the city. 

The axiom, “a stitch in time saves nine,” 
applies more aptly to a broken spot in an 
asphalt pavement, perhaps, than to any- 
thing else under the sun, because a hole a 
foot in diameter today will be two feet wide 
in a very few weeks if not repaired; and 
at the rate Peachtree and Whitehall streets 
are disintegrating they will be absolutely 
impassable before long unless something is 
done to relieve the situation. 

Every hour’s delay only adds that much 
to the ultimate repair cost bill! 

We are told that the city cannot issue 
bonds now, for permanent improvement 
work. 

We are also told that Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets can be “repaired.” 

All right—then, why not proceed with 
the work of repairing?

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SOUTH SHOULD FEED ITSELF. 


H. G. Hastings, soon to become president 
of the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, in 
another column on this page, declares that 
the first object of the southern farmer 
should be to first feed the south, to the end 
that the money derived from export prod- 
ucts might “stick” at home. He amplifies 
our own recent editorial*commendation of 
the sentiment regarding the landlord-tenant 
evil in the south, expressed in the inaugural 
address of Governor Bickett, of North Caro- 
lina, by quoting and commenting upon an- 
other noteworthy and wholesome paragraph 
from that same address, which reads: 


“If I were czar of North Carolina in- 
stead of governor, 1 would issue an edict 
declaring that from and after five years 
from date any man who imported into 
North Carolina any corn or meal, wheat 
or flour, beef or bacon, should be forth- 
with hanged without trial by jury, and 
without benefit of clergy. Of course, in 
the beginning, 1 would be denounced as 
an infamous tyrant; but after the law 
had been in effect for ten years the rich- 
est state in the union would build a mon- 
ument to me as the financial redeemer 
of my people.” 

rom an economic standpoint the same 
conditions existing in North Carolina with 
regard to importation of foodstuffs are iden- 
tical, only in lesser degree, to those main- 
taining in Georgia. 

We have for so many years centered our 
attention in clothing the world that the 
waste in money sent out of the state for 
provisions—the actual necessities of life— 
has largely absorbed the profits from our 
cotton. In other words, we have been pur- 
suing to almost a ruinous extent the falla- 
cious policy of “saving at the spigot and 
wasting at the bung-hole.” 

Our farmers and business houses handle 
plenty of money resulting from the sale of 
our once cash ¢rop and staple product; but 
the difficulty has been that this money is 
in large degree sent out of the state again 
for commodities which might just as casily 
and as cheaply be produced here at home 
as elsewhere.

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‘Georgia Cities Will Help in Fight 
To Change the Bond Election Laws

Since Mayor Candler has approved the 
resolution by Councilman James R. Nutting, 
requesting the legislature to change the- 
State constitution in regard to the voting 


of municipal bonds, and the mayor has in- 
dorsed the raising of the tax_rate to take 
care of a large Bond issue, there: is much 


more optimism about the city’s financial 


affairs. 

Mayor Candler approved the Nutting res- 
olution last Friday and it will be presented 
to the state legislature this summer. Other 
cities in the state, it is believed, will join 
with Atlanta in an effort to change the con- 
stitution of the state so that when municipal 
bonds are voted on it will require only two- 
thirds of the voters to carry bonds, provided 
that the two-thirds represent a majority of 
all the voter§ who have registered. Under 
the present constitution, bonds can only be 
issued when two-thirds of the registered 
voters approve the proposed issue. 

It has been the experience of Georgia cit- 
fies in the past that it was a very difficult 
matter to carry bonds because many voters 
did not vote and every such voter counted 
against the bonds. If the constitution is 
amended as proposed the carrying of bonds 
will be a much easier matter. 

Several cities have already decided to 
join with Atlanta in the effort to get the 
constitution of the state changed. Rome, 
Athens, Milledgevilla) Macon and Columbus,

it is said, are ready to take similar action 
to that of the mayor and council of Atlanta. 
Other cities, it is believed, will soon be heard 
from favorably. 

Mayor Candler will approve a plan to have 
Atlanta’s tax rate increased. This will have 
to be done by an act of the legislature 
amending the city charter. Such an amend- 
ment can be secured this summer and will 
become effective next year, by the time a 
vote can be had on a bond issue, under a 
change in the state'constitution, if such a 
change is ratified by the people of the state. 

An increase in-the tax rate, or rather 
a restoration of the old tax rate of $1.50 on 
the $100, will amply take care of a bond is- 
sue of at least $5,000,000. 

The first thing to be done is to get the 
legislature to submit to the voters of the 
state the proposed constitutional amendment 
changing the plan of voting on bonds. Then 
the tax rate can be increased or the power 
given to council to make the increase. After 
that a bond issue can be submitted to the 
voters of Atlanta. 

The constitutional amendment can 
voted on at the next state election. In 
meantime the city council can be given 
right to increase the tax rate. 

The whole matter is meeting with the ap- 
proval of the mayor and members of the city 
council, and while it may not give imme- 
diate help to the city financially, it throws 
a brighter light on the future outlook.

payers when the tax committee of council 
met to consider a proposition by A. P. Her- 
rington & Son to buy the real estate tax 
fi. fas. issued by the city. 

His proposition was to take over all the 
fi. fas. and pay the city the amount of. prin- 
cipal and interest.

“T have been in this tax fi. fa. business 
for twenty-five years,” stated Mr. Herrington, 
“and I know all about what the delinquent 
tax list calls for.” 

He said that 25 per cent of the delinquent 
tax-payers consisted of women who had been 
deceived by their husbands, other relatives 
or friends and who thought their taxes had 
been paid. 

“T have found,” he said, “that these wom- 
en had given the money for their taxes to 
someone who pocketed the cash and fooled 


the women.” ‘ 
He said 20 per cent of the delinquents 


were people who lost the property while 
trying to pay for it and didn’t care a rap 
about fi. fas. or any other tax matter. 

Twenty per cent of delinquents were tax- 
payers who had ‘paid their taxes, but left 
out one piece of property through an over- 
sight and who would claim rebate of all 
costs. 

Five per cent were children who didn’t 
hardly know they owned any property. 

Two per cent were people who were 
absent from the city and didn’t know tax 
fi. fas. had been issued. 

Two per cent were people sick in hospitals 
who didn’t have the money with which to 
pay even their doctor bills. 

Two per cent were dead people. 

Twelve per cent were poor people who 
couldn’t pay taxs and hardly had enough 
money to live on. 

Ten per cent were good pay and just 
failed to attend to the matter. 

“Now, that’s the sort of a list we have to 
work on.” concluded Mr. Herrington. “I am 
not hankering after this business. If the city 
wants me to take over the real estate fi. fas. 
I will do so.”

Georgia Farmers Will 
Become Fabulously Rich 
When They Feed Themselves - 


Editor Constitution: Having read with 
interest and pleasure your editorial in Mon- 
day’s Constitution with reference to the in- 
augural address of Governor T. W. Bickett, of 
North Carolina, stressing the evils of the 
tenancy system of agriculture, there is an- 
other noteworthy expression of thought in 
that splendid address to which I would lI!ke 
to call the attention of the people of Geor- 
gia, because it is so apropos and so timely. 
hat is contained in the paragraph in 
which the governor said: 

“If I were czar of North Carolina instead 
of governor, I would issue an edict. declar- 
ing@ that from and after five vears from date 
any man who imported into North Carolina 
any corn, meal, wheat or flour, beef or bacon, 
should be forthwith hanged without trial by 
jury and withoyt benefit of clergy. of 
course, in the beginning I would be de- 
nounced as a tyrant, but after the law had 
been in effect for ten years the richest state 
in the union would build a monument to me 
as the financial redeemer of my people.” 
With the fabulous sums of money that 
have poured into Georgia and other south- 
ern states in the last ten years for cotton 
we ought, by rights, to be the wealthiest 
agricultural section of the United States, in- 
stead of the poorest. We need and want bet- 
ter schools, more good roads, better churches, 
better homes with more home comforts in 
them and a dozen and one other things that 
go to make life more worth while. 7 
These desirable things can onl come 
through the aceumulation of weailth—the 
money that sticks in pocket or bank account. 
This can only be accumulated in two ways: 
First, by increased earning power of our mil- 
lions of acres of now half cultivated farm 
lands; second, by making the money received 
for the cash crop, usually cotton, stick right 
here at home. Our past and’ largely present 
suicidal system encourages money to g€0 away 
and it is no exaggeration to say that in the 
past that system has not only been encour- 
aged, but has been for all practical pur- 
poses, demanded by our short-sighted bankers 
and merchants. 

Go into any wholesale merchants’ assem- 
bly or bankers’ meeting and one of the upper- 
most subjects is as to what extent farmers 
will be able to pay their debts; in most years 
the entire crop proceeds being needed to pay 
the debts. What is the basis of farmers’ 
debts? Largely store bills for food and 
grain supplies, or elg@e money borrowed from 
bank to make cash purchases of them gt 
twice what that same product would cost 
produced on that farmer’s own acres. 

Our system keeps us poor for the reason 
that in average years there is no money left 
to stick, to accumulate, to put us on a sound 
financial footing. 

Governor Bickett is absolutely right in his 
analysis of the fundamental trouble. Cloth- 
ing the world and then letting the world feed 
us has been profitable to the world and not 
profitable to us. We will get nowhere so 
long as we follow this old rut. 
object must be to first feed ourselves and 
and then our compensation for clothing the 
world will stick and this th:t sticks will 
soon manifest itself in the reality of the bet- 
ter schools, churches, roads, homes, etc, 


that we need so much in this southland of 


ours. 
Nature has done her part; mankind has 
responded by butchering, mining, abusing 
and wasting practically all that nature placed 


for our sins against nature and against 
common sense. 

There is a remedy, but it must be applied 
on the individual farm; and this should be 
encouraged and not discouraged by merchant 
and banker far more than it is now or ever 
has been. It’s food and live stock produc- 
tion to the limit at least of Georgia’s and the 
south’s own needs. 

Then and not before will the money stick 
commensurate with the value of the crops 
made and sold each year. We need the money 
that sticks, not the money that slides througr

Plantation near Albany constructed the 
first artesian well in that section of 
the state. He advanced the theory that 
malaria conditions that were so preva- 
lent in southwest Georgia at that time 
were the outgrowth of impure water, 
and that if the people would go to the 
artesian source of supply, health condi- 
tions would be revoluttonized. He 
pioneered the movement through dig- 
ding the first artesian well in south- 
west Georgia, where today there are 
thousands. It is a remarkable fact 
that every prediction he made about 
them as regards the improvement of 
health conditions has been verified. 
Colonel Fort was a gallant confed- 
erate veteran, entering the service of 
the confederacy as a mere boy. He 
was a brother of the late Tomlinson 
Fort, of Chattanooga, Tenn. and also 
a brother of Mrs. Julius L. Brown, 
formerly of Atlanta, but now of Chat- 
tanooga. 
He is survived by his widow and 
three daughters and two sons, all of 
whom are grown.

“Atlanta needs a city planning com- 
mission to handle its development prob- 
lems, traffic problems and plaza 
scheme,” was the remedy suggested 
by John Lawrence Mauran, of St. Louis, 
Mo., last night. 

Mr. Mauran is president of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, and is 
here to deliver the opening day’s prin- 
cipal address to the sixth annual con- 
vention of the National Association of 
Builders’ Exchanges. Architects from 
all over the.south have been specially 
invited to hear Mr. Mauran,*’and many 
will crowd Cable hall this morning 
when he delivers his talk on “Co-op- 
eration Between Contractor, Architect 
and Owner.” 

“What do you think of Atlanta’s 
problems?’ was the question put to 
President Mauran by the reporter. 


Problems of Every City. 

“There is no such thing as ‘Atlanta’s 
problems.” What is one city’s prob- 
lems is every city’s problem. The prob- 
lems of Atlanta are likewise the prob- 
lems of Seattle, Wash., and Portland, 
Maine. On the other hand, what is 
good for one city is good for another. 

“Atlanta can handle its problems 
and provide for its future growth, 50 
years hence, by having a city planning 
commission. In a few weeks I am to 
take before the United States congress 
a bill to make it compulsory upon ev- 


: plaza plan. 


ery American city to have a city plan- 
ning commission. 

‘Tt is the only sane, commercially 
economic and scientific way in which 
to handle a city’s growth and prob- 
lems. Marseilles, France, has just re- 
cently, despite the war, torn down six 
blocks in order to put up more mod- 
ern and handsome buildings in order 
that her city may be attractive enough 
to compete with other European cities 
after the war terminates. It is a com- 
mercial and economic consideration 
with the city planning commission. 

“England has just passed a law 
making it obligatory that every Eng- 
lish city and town have a town plan- 
ning commission. 

“Always, locally the idea of a city 
planning commission is unpopular with 
the city politicians. They point with 
scorn to it as a ‘city beautiful’ dream 
of architects. 


All Cities Must Dream. 
“And so it is a dream! But what 
city can develop that does not dream? 
Every new idea has resulted from a 


dream. An ordinary citizen might walk 
across your Whitehall viaduct, every 
day in the year and see nothing but 
a horrible looking spot and plenty of 
smoke in the center of your city. But 
it took a dream like that of your local 
architect (Haralson Bleckley), to 
bring to the surface a scheme, now 
shown to be practical, whereby Atlanta 
may rid*herself of this terrible ‘eye- 
sore’ disgrace in the ‘center of your 
prosperous city. 

“The city planning commission idea 
has long ago demonstrated its practi- 
cal value to cities. Harrisburg, Pa., 
has secured wonderful results from it, 
as well as other American cities. It 
can no longer ‘be called an_idle dream 
of the ‘city ‘beautiful.’ It is only 
beautiful in that it makes a city Prac- 
tical and more attractive to live in. 
And this is the great problem for all 
cities to study—that of making their 
cities more attractive for the people 
who live therein. 

“By all means, tell your Atlanta peo- 
ple for me that they will profit multi- 
fold by having a city planning com- 
mission, and by building that plaza.” 

Mr. Mauran has had much experience 
in city planning. He wad#on St. Louis’ 
first city planning commission, known 
as the “Public Buildings’ Commission.” 

His high position with the Américan 
[nstitute of Architects has carried him 
to all principal American cities, where 
he has studied their problems.

“As Judge Newman was interested to have 
legislation of that kind passed, on my return 
to Washington I inquired about it and found 
that Attorney General McReynolds in 1913 
had made the following recommendation:

In the past many 
judges have availed themselves of this privi- 
lege. Some, however, have remained upon 
the bench long beyond the time when they 
were capable of adequately discharging their 
duties and in consequence the administra- 
tion of justice has suffered.’

It is a significant fact that democrat- 
ic opposition in the house to the legis- 
lation is peculiarly related to and part- 
ly dependent upon the contest over the 
federal judicial appointment in the 
southern district of Georgia. It is re- 
ported, and generally believed, that sev- 
eral Georgia congressmen have deter- 
mined to oppose the administration in 
this matter because of their resent- 
ment toward Senators Smith and Hard- 
wick because of their failure to indorse 
Congressman Frank Park, of the sec- 
ond district, for the judgeship. 

Congressman Park himself frankly 
stated to The Journal correspondent to- 
day upon learning of the action of the 
rules committee that the legislation 
would be defeated if brought before the 
. He gave the off-hand opinion 
that it would lose by at least forty 
votes, and that he had spoken to nine- 
teen. members who intend voting 
against the measure. 

When Congressman Webb, of North 
Carolina, chairman of the house judi- 
clary committee, was informed of the 
opposition of Congressman Park and 
other Georgians and told of the claim 
that at least nineteen democrats would 
oppose the special rule for the judge- 
ship bill he expressed doubt as to the 
wisdom of pressing the legislation to 
an early vote. 

JUDGE NEWMAN IS GIVEN 
STRONG ATHENS INDORSEMENT 

Athens, Ga., February 12.—(Special.) 
At a m@ss meeting Athens citizens to- 
night unanimously passed strong reso- 
lutions indorsing Judge W. T. Newman, 
and urging congress not to pass any 
law which would deprive this district 
of its “constitutional right, to have his 
services as long as he desires and is 
able to serve.” These resolutions were 
wired congressmen with request to pre- 
sent to the president. 

The following resolutions were unanimous- 
ly passed:

to his physical ability, his mental capacity, 
his moral stamina, his legal attainments, 
and his fitness in all respects to measure 
up to the full stature of an efficient, up- 
right and acceptable judge. 

‘Second—That we earnestiy and vigorous- 
ly protest against the enactment of any 
legislation, the intent of which or the ef- 
fect of which, will be to displace a faithful 
judge who is well pleasing to the people. ~ 

“Third—That we urge the Georgia repre- 
sentatives to protect us in our constitu- 
tional rights to retain the services of our 
judge, who has served us long and well, is 
now in the prime of life, ripe with expe- 
rience, of proven fidelity to every trust, and 
capable of the best work of his life, a life 
spent in the service of his country, some- 
times wearing the bedragglied uniform of the 
soldier, sometimes the stainless ermine of 
the judge.

An embargo on exports was 
his plan. 

Mexico’s exports to Europe are con- 
siderable and of vast importance to the 
entent allies. Enormous quarantine of 
oil for the British fleet are drawn from 


the English-owned oil flelds on the 
Mexican east coast. 


The Carranza Note. 


The Carranza note, handed to the 
state department by R. P. Denegri, 
charge of the Mexican embassy, says 
in part: 

“Over two years ago there began 
on the old continent the most gigantic 
armed conflict which history records, 
spreading death, desolation and misery 
among the belligerent nations. This 
tragic struggle has deeply wounded 
the sentiments of humanity of all the 
countries not taking any participation

just or humane that these nations 
should remain indifferent before such 
Sreat disaster. A deep sentiment of 
human brotherhood therefore obliges 
the Mexican government to offer its 
modest co-operation in order to bring 
about the cessation of the struggle... 

“The present European war seems to 
the whole world as a great conflagra- 
tion, as a great plague that ought to 
have been isolated and limited long 
ago in order to shorten its duration 
and avoid its extension. Far from 
that, the commerce of the neutral 
countries of the whole world and par- 
ticularly that of America, has a great 
responsibility before history, because 
all the neutral nations, more or less, 
have lent their assistance in money, in 
provisions, in munitions or in fuel, and 
in this way have fed and prolonged 
this great conflagration. 

“By reason of high human morals 
and for their own national preserva- 
tion, the neutral nations are obligat- 
ed to abandon this procedure and also 
to refuse to continue lending their as- 
sistance that has made possible the 
continuation of war for over two years. 
To this end the Mexican government, 
acting within the most strict respect 
for the sovereignty for the countries 
at war, inspired by the highest hu- 
manity sentiments and guided at the 
same time by the sentiment of self- 
conservation and defense, permits it- 
self to propose to the government of 
your excellency, as it is also doing to 
the other neutral governments, that, 
working in mutual accord and proceed- 
ing upon the basis of the most absolute 
equality for both groups of copbat- 
ant powers, to invite them to put an 
end to the present war, either by 


good offices of all the friendly media- 
tion of all the nations that jointly may 
accept this invitation. 

To Confine Conflagration. 

“Tf within a reasonable length of 
time peace cannot be established by 
this means the neutral countries will 
then take the necessary measures In 
order to confine the conflagration to 
its strict limits, refusing ‘to the bel- 
ligerents all kinds of elements and 
stopping the merchant traffic with the 
nations of the world until the end of 
the war is achieved. 

“The Mexican government recognizes 
lthat inits proposition it steps aside a 
{little from the principles of inter- 
jnational law which until now have 
been in foree in the relations of the 
neutrals with the belligerents. But we 
| ought to recognize that the present 
| huropean war is a conflict without any 
precedent in the history of humanity, 
dhich demands supreme effort and new 
remedies that cannot be found within 
and somewhat egotistical 
limits of international law as known

“The government of Mexico under- 
stands that no neutral nation, powerful 
as it may be, could by itself take a 
step of this nature and that the result 
this measure only can be reached 
the co-operation of the neutral 
governments possessing the greatest 
international influence before the bel- 
ligerent nations. 

“It pertains especially to the United 
States, Argentina, Brazil and Chile, in 
America, and to Spain. Sweden and

Franklin, president of the International 
Mercantile Marine company, indicated 
today that the request for naval guns, 
with which to arm American line ships, 
had been made previously to today, in 
communications to the state depart- 
ment He denied that a formal request 
for such guns had been made today to 
the navy department and added that 
the situation in respect to the sailing of 
the ships was unchanged. 

The arrival here today of the steam- 
ship New York removes from the high 
seas temporarily at elast the last of the 
American Line’s fleet of six passenger 
vessels engaged in the New York-Liver- 
pool trade. The New York, St. Louis, 
St. Paul and Kroonland are at their 
piers here, and the Philadelphia and 
Finland are in Liverpool—a total of 
65,239 gross tons of American shipping 
tied up with no definite decision as yet 
announced as to when it will again 
move. 

The Cunard liner Andania, from Liv- 
erpool, January 31, and the Italian 
steamer Guiseppe Verdi, from Mediter- 
ranean ports reached their docks here 
today. : 

The fourth ship under the American 
flag to sail from ‘this port for a Eu- 
ropean destination since Germany’s re- 
newal of unrestricted submarine war- 
fare got away last night.

Washington, February 12.—Several
